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14. (Secret - JMM) Met with Bill Woodruff, Counsel, Senate 
Appropriations Committee, who confirmed plans for the Director's 
appearance before the Defense Subcommittee at 0930 hours on Thursday, 

18 March. Woodruff said the briefing should cover the "strategic threat" 
i. e. , that intelligence regarding hostile forces which should be the 
foundation for consideration of the U. S. defense budget. Wooc.ruff 
said he had explained to Chairman Ellender that the briefing world consist 
of the Directors conclusions, based on all the intelligence available to 
the various members of the U. S. intelligence community, and mat these 
conclusions would be shared by other members of the community unless 
otherwise specified. 

Woodruff also commented that he had not yet received he Office 
of Management and Budget letter regarding the Agency's FY i ( 72 budget.
